Ruin or Reason? 


In Dail Eireann yesterday Mr. Thomas 
Johnson asked the Government for a state- 
ment of its economic policy. How does 
it propose to deal with the depressed state 
of industry and with the problem of unem- 
ployment? The question is fair and was 
not asked too soon, Existing conditions 
concern the Government deeply in two 
ways. They may develop easily into a 
menace to the public peace and they are 
hostile to the success of the Government's 
efforts to raise money in the native or any 
other market. Therefore, its plans for the 
encouragement of trade ought to be pre- 
pared and published without delay. There 
is another question, however, which is not 
less fair and not less urgent. What does 
Mr, Johnson himself propose to do in the 
matter? He spoke yesterday with an air 
of detachment which, in the circumstances, 
was either ridiculous or cynical. Mr. 
Johnson is the leader of the Opposition in 
the Free State Parliament. He owes that 
status to the country’s assumption that he 
is, de facto as well as de jure, the leader 
of organised Labour in the Free State. 
The chief cause of our present economic 
troubles is the series of labour disputes 
which have closed our harbours, have 
cluttered our docks with undelivered 
goods, have increased the cost of living 
and have brought a swelling tide of unem- 
ployment in their train. These disputes 
are due in nearly every case to the un- 
reasonable claims of Labour, against which 
organised industry is now fighting for its 
very life, Free State Labour claims not 
only wages far higher than the rates which 
are current in England, but the right 
to dictate conditions of work, In Cork, 
for instance, employers have been told 
that no reduction of their staffs must 
accompany the decline of trade, The con- 
ditions are impossible everywhere, and in 
a few months, if they are allowed to con- 
tinue, the Free State as an economic entity 
will be as dead as the moon. Yet on 
Labour’s dominating share in the ruin of 
trade and the creation of unemployment 
the leader of Irish Labour has not a word 
to say. 

The industrial outlook is. very grave. 
At the Port of Dublin employers and 
workers are still at arms’ length. 
The Cork Employers’ Federation have 
rejected a Ministerial proposal for 
“ splitting the difference,” on the ground 
that it could produce, at the best, only a 
temporary settlement. Everywhere the 
Government’s well-meant intervention has 
failed and the causes of its failure are 
quite clear. In the first place, Labour is 
undisciplined and vexed by internal dissen- 
sions. As a whole, it has no present power 
either to make or to keep a bargain. In 
‘the next place, the Government's efforts 
have been made in a moral vacuum. 
Nothing is more astonishing and hardly 
anything could be more disastrous than 
the country’s apparent apathy towards 
this swift process of commercial and 
industrial decay. A Government that 
is not supported by public opinion is 
a mere collection of individuals and, 
without that sanction, can impose its will 
on nobody. If the threatened ruin is to 
be averted, a public opinion that will insist 
on settlement must be created effectively 
and at once. It can be created if al] who

The Bulgarian authorities discovered a

The situation at the Adriatic 
port is extremely delicate’ Both the 
Italians and the Jugo-Slavs are doing 
their utmost to reach a friendly solution 
of the problem which has been raised in 
such an acute form by Signor Mussolini’s 
Note to Belgrade; but the task is very 
difficult and feeling is running dangerously 
high. The original Italian proposal was 
that Porto Barros and the Delta should 
be united with Fiume for & period of 
ninety-nine years, but to this suggestion 
the .Jngo-Slavs, who are standing on their 
treaty rights, very naturally demurred. 
Now, apparently, the Italians have come 
forward with new proposals. According 
to the Corriere della Sera, Signor Musso- 
lini has offered to give Porto Barros and 
the Delta to Jugo-Slavia, on condition 
that the remainder of Fiume’s territory 
is placed under the sovereignty of the 
Italian nation. Furthermore, he pro- 
poses that the Jugo-Slavs shall agree to 
the formation of a wide Italian corridor 
between Fiume and Italy proper, in re 
turn for which he says that he would be 
prepared to grant them the free use of 
the port of Fiume for ninety-nine years. 
The Belgrade Government, while extremely 
anxious to avoid anything in the nature 
of a conflict, declares that it cannot 
abandon the privileges which it secured 
under the Treaty of Rapallo. In the 
meanwhile the Italian Government has 
sent General Giardino to Fiume, and this 
officer has assumed complete control of 
the town, 

Fiume is a town of some 50,000 in- 
habitants, which depends entirely for its 
trade on its Jugo-Slav hinterland. Unless 
the trade of Serbia flows through its 
harbour it will be utterly useless to Italy 
or to anybody else. The Serbs seem to 
be determined that it shall not flourish 
until Signor Mussolini agrees to abide 
by the terms of the Rapallo Treaty, and 
they are busily engaged in the develop- 
ment of a new port to replace Fiume. 
They have not decided yet whether the 
new port shal] be Bakar, which is just 
south of Fiume, or Spalato, on the Dal- 
matian coast, but either choice would 
put a nasty spoke in Italy’s wheel. We can 
understand the reluctance of the Jugo- 
Slavs to accept Signor Mussolini’s latest 
proposals, not so much because they 
would place the town of Fiume absolutely 
under Italy's sovereignty, but on account 
of the suggested “oorridor.’”’ Signor 
Mussolini apparently wishes to repeat the 
Danzig experiment, which has isolated 
East Prussia completely from the rest 
of Germany and has led to all sorts 
of ridiculous complications. We are 
convinced that an Italian “ corridor ”’ 
would be a blunder. The free use of the 
port of Fiume would not compensate the 
Jugo-Slavs for the loss uf their territory, 
and Balkan irredentism would be given 
a new lease of life. There is only one 
logical way out of the difficulty: the 
‘whole matter ought to be referred to 
international arbitration. We admit 
that this method of dealing with tern- 
torial disputes hitherto has failed to 
yield many satisfactory results ; but there 
is no reasonable alternative. Obviously, 
Italy and Jugo-Slavia are not likely to 
come to a friendly settlement, and Signor 
Mussolini's interpretation of the Treaty 
of Rapallo is very different from that of 
Belgrade. H something is not done quickly, 
Fiume will become a derelict port. 


Liquor Smuggling. 
The British reply to the proposals of the 
United States Government, made so long 
ago as June 13th, for dealing with the 
question of liquor smuggling, has now been 
delivered. The text of the reply has not 
been published, but it is declared by the 
American Press to be hostile in character, 
though it concludes with the assurance that 
the question will be submitted to the Im- 
perial Conference which meets next month.

Mr. Lloyd 
George will be back in New -rk in the 
early days of November, when he will 
address a mass meeting in the Opera 
House. He is now staying at his house 
at Churt, and sails from Southampton 
on Saturday week. The day before he 
sails his book, “Is It Peace?” will Le 
published, 


The Three-Mile Limit. 


It will be remembered that the United 
States, in a recent Note on the three 
mile limit of national coastal waters, 
suggested that an arrangement should 
be made whereby the carrying of liquor 
under seal within the three mile limit 
should be permitted by the United States 
if the Powers concerned would grant the 
United States the right to search vessels 
and seize contraband within an area of 
twelve miles from the shore. A reply 
has just been sent from this side, Pom it 
is noteworthy because it indicates most 
definitely that the British Government is 
not prepared to adopt a twelve miles 
limit. The whole question will be dis- 
cussed by.the Imperial Conference next 
month. 


Bulgaria's Revolt. 


Another little revolution is reported 
from Bulgaria, but the Bulgarian Lega- 
tion here knows nothing about it, and, 
in spite of further reports from other 
centres, does not attach importance to 
the news. The opinion of the Legation 
chiefs is that the reports are an ex- 
aggerated version of the events which 
occurred some days ago, when the Bul- 
garian Government discovered a plot by 
Communists. The leaders were arrested, 
and there was some little trouble at 
Sofia because the Government prohibited 
the holding of Communist meetings. The 

resent Premier of Bulgaria is M. Zank- 
off. He overthrew the late Premier, 
M. Stambuliski,, who was murdered 
directly afterwards. 


Wheat- Growing, 


A most serious view is taken at the 
Ministry of Agriculture of the threat 
made by the Farmers’ Union, that wheat- 
growing will be given up and the land 
allowed to go back to pasturage or to 
waste In the first place, the serious 
nature of the position is recognised by 
all. It is admitted by politicians of all 
shades of opinion, and it is significant 
that Mr. Lloyd George recently set up 
a committee on the subject of agricultural 
depression, while Labour has been talking 
about the desirability of a subsidy for 
agriculture. In the meanwhile it is 
certain that the prospect of a farmers 
strike, involving the possible abandon- 
ment of two million acres of arable land 
and the loss of employment to some 
seventy-five thousand agricultural workers, 
cannot be regarded without concern. 


Protecticn. 


The farmers are frankly asking for pro- 
tection, naked and unashamed, and see- 
ing the pressure which the Union is able 
to bring to bear, it is clear that the 
Government will have to look into the 
matter without delay. No Government 
could remain an idle spectator of a re- 
volution in the national life which would 
have such terribly grave results, nor can 
any political party afford to make capital 
out of the situation. Our rulers, in fact, 
are face to face with a problem of great 
difficulty and gravity, and one that 
cannot be disposed of in a hurry, no 
matter what the farmers may say. 

The Prime Minister is to be asked to 
receive a deputation as soon as possible 
after his return to London, and the 
deputation is to consist of the most re- 
presentative men of the agricultural in- 
dustry which it is possible to select. 


Roses. 


The autumn show of the National Rose 
Society, held at the Royal Horticultural 
Hall to-day, was reputed to be the finest 
and most extensive display of the popular 
bloom’ ever brought together in any part 
of the world. Possibly. the claim is a 
correct one, but there were so many 
people present that it was difficult to see 
the flowers. Ireland did extremely 
well. The highest honour offered for 
& new rose was awarded to Messrs. 
Alexander Dickson and Sons. This 
was a gold medal, and the rose was 
“Shot Silk,' a very deep salmon-coloured 


-bloom, over a ground of saffron yellow. 


A gold medal was also awarded to the 
same firm for “ Betty Hulton,” a deep 
clear yellow. Messrs. MacGredy and 
Sons also secured awards with the much 
admired “Fanny Oppenheim,”’ a lovely 
rose of a flaming scarlet, with golden 
streaks on some of the petals. “ Margaret 
MacGredy ”’ is a lovely pink, with a gold 
reverse to the petal.

THE JUDICIARY BILL. 
‘SOME OF ITS MAIN 

| PROYISIONS.

No move has yet been made to fill the two 
vacancies caused by the double return of Dr. 
Eoin MacNeill for Clare and the National 
University, and of Mr. Hayes for Dublin 
South and the National University. Mr.

THE JUDICIARY BILL. 
The Judiciary Bill, which has been looked 
forward to with keen interest, both in town 
and country, has had a second birth. It was 
first introduced about two months ago, but 
the Dail was dissolved before it could be 
passed into law. There were certain objec- 
tions to the measure, and President Cosgrave, 
in re-introducing the Bill yesterday, said that 
he was not surprised at them. Lawyers were 
the chief objectors, because the Act would give 
the peop cheaper law. 
| The /rish Times printed a summary 
of the main provisions of the Bill when it was 
introduced, but it may be useful to recall a 
few of its main features. 
It is provided that a High Court of Justice 
in Saorstat Eireann, consisting of not more 
than six judges (a president and five ordinary 
judges) shall be constituted; and a Supreme 
Court shall be constituted, consisting of three 
judges, of whom the President shall be styled 
“Chief Justice of the Irish Free State, 
and each of the other judges 
“Judge of the Supreme Court.” The 
Chief Justice may request any two ordinary 
judges of the High Court to sit with him, or 
with a judge of the Supreme Court, as a 
Court of Criminal Appeal. 
The age of retirement shall be 70 years. 
The President of the High Court ehall re- 
ceive £3,000 per annum, and each ordinary 
judge £2,500; the Chief Justice £4,000, and 
each judge of the Supreme Court £5,000 per 
annum. Two-thirds of the salary shall be 
paid as pension to any judge retiring after 
fifteen years’ service. ie Ae 
There are provisions for trials, jurisdiction, 
and appeal. In the trial, of civil cases, a 
majority of nine of the twelve members of a 
jury shall be sufficient to determine’ the ver- 
dict. Rules will be drawn up for the conduct 
of pleading, practice, procedure, etc., one of 
which is that the Irish language may be used 
in the courte. : 
A Circuit Court shall be constituted, con- 
sisting of not more than eight judges, who 
shall hold ofhces by the same tenure as the 
judges of the High Court. The Circuit Court 


demanours, save in casés of persons charged 
with murder, attempt to murder, or con- 
spiracy to murder; high treason, treason 
felony, or treasonable conspiracy, or piracy, 
including accessories before or after the fact.

EGYPTIAN IDEALS. 


ZAGHLUL PASHA’S APPEAL 


FOR NATIVE UNITY. 


CAIRO, Thursday. 

A feature of Zaghlul Pasha’s first public 
discourse was his insistence on Egyptian 
union. He praised the Copts, who were, he 
said, the equals of the Moslems. Indeed, he 
declared. there were neither Copts nor 
Moslems. All were Egyptians. 

This sacred union of Cross and Crescent 
had deprived their adversaries* of a weapon 
which they could use against the Egyptians 
at any moment by declaring that they were 
thé protectors of minorities, and must, there- 
fore, remain in Egypt to maintain justice and 
defend these minorities against Egyptian 
fanaticism. i 

The actual movement also consisted, 
Zaghlul Pasha said, in the union of the nation 
around his feeble person. “ You are accus- 
tomed to obey me,” he said, “but I am not 
a prince. I am not descended from the Royal 
Family, before whom it is the custom to bend. 
I am not even of great family. 1 am a fellah, 
and the son of a fellah, the issue of a modest 
family, which my adversaries qualify as even 
humble. Blessed be this humility. 

“I am not rich that yout support of me 
can bring you fortune. have no prestige, 
but, in spite of all that, you rally round me, 
showing that you court neither riches nor 
prestige, but rather, in certain circumstances, 
prison. ’’—({Reuter.) ;

NEW OFFENSIVE IN MOROCCO. 


The Spanish Fleet has commenced operations 
oes the Moors upon the hills above 
Alhucemas Bay. The Fleet has been ordered 
to clear the way for the debarkation of a 
large expeditionary force, which will fight its 
way southward across the rocky Riff at the 
same time that a big force on the Melilla 
front will advance westward. 

Reports here indicate that Abdel Krim, the 
Moorish leader, has 75,000 fanatical Moorish 
tribesmen under his command. Every Moorish 
soldier is an expert sharpshooter, and ex- 
perienced in guerrilla warfare. 

According to the plalns of the Military 
Directorate, six Spanish cruisers and twelve 
destroyers will operate from Alhucemas Bay 
on to the rocky hillside for the next week 
until the supreme Spanish offensive is opened. 
Aerial bombing machines will also be en- 
gaged. 

The operations follow the plan of General 
Weyler, Chief of Staff, after revision by the 
Directorate. 

General Aizpuru, the new” Commander-in- 
Chief in Morocco, is due to leave to-day for 
Tetuan, the capital of the Spanish zone, in 
order to organise the offensive on the western 
flank. This offensive is urgent, it is pointed 
out-here, in view of the opening oí the Tan- 
giers Conference in London. Spain, it is 
sealised, must prove her ability to govern 
the zone in order to demand her share in the 
Government of Tangiers.

i LONDON, Thursday: 
When I left London for Plymouth at noon 
on Sunday, to take part in the inauguration 
of the air mail service between Plymouth and 
Belfast, I had no intention of establishing a 
“record ” for travelling in the British Isles. 
But that is what I apparently succeeded 
in doing, for I suppose few passengers have 
covered as many miles, in proportion to the 
actual travelling time, as I did between Sun- 
day at noon and 8.30 o’clock last night. 
‘Going through my diary to-day, I find that 
I covered, roughly, 1,425 miles in 80 hours, 
of which just under 24 were actually spent 
in travelling. 
Of the total mileage, I travelled 950 in 
the air, 420 in trains, and in motor cars 
and taxi-cabs, going to and from aerodromes. 
I travelled the whole length of England by 
aeroplane, flew over some 100 miles of sea, 
flew over parts of Scotland and Northern Ire- 
land, and had a bird’s eye view of the South 
of Wales. , 
I slept one night in Plymouth, the second 
in Manchester, and the third in Belfast. Last 
night I was in London. 
ese facts illustrate the possibilities of 
civil aviation in Great Britain and_ Ireland 
as at present organised. It was not a 
** stunt ” trip. The “ record ” was set u 
without any effort on anybody's part. tt 
was the natural outcome of the new air mail 
service tests which are being carried out by 
the British Air Ministry and the De Havi- 
land Company. Roughly, my journey was 
as follows :— 
Sunday.—London to Plymouth, 220 miles 
by train, in. 64 hours, 

Monday—Plymouth to Manchester, 250 
miles by air, in 2 hours 15 minutes. Man- 
chester to Scotland and back, 300 miles by 
air, in ó hours. 

Tuesday.—Manchester to Belfast, 200 miles 
by air, in 2 hours 10 minutes, 

Wednesday.—Belfast to Manchester, 200 
miles by air, in 1 hour 55 minutes. Man- 
chester to London, 200 miles by train, in 


1 4 hours. 


There appears to be no reason vhy a 
Plymouth-Belfast air mail sérvice should not 
be regularly maintained, and extended to in- 
clude Dublin. This, I am as#ured, would 
mean a saving of nearly 24 hours in the 
delivery of American mails in, Manchester, 
and something like 56 hours in the case of 
Belfast. 


BELFAST-DUBLIN POSTAL 
FACILITIES. 


From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
_. BELFAST, Thursday. 

The devolpment of an air postal service to 
Belfast is being watched with much interest 
by the commercial community, and, should it 
be established as a permanent arrangement, 
the advantages to the trade and commerce ot 
Northern Ireland will be very considerable. 

There is a very “heavy” mail always 
passing between Belfast and the United 
States, principally in connection with the 
linen industry, apart from the ordinary 
general correspondence of private individuals. 
Should the Plymouth-Manchester-Belfast air 
service be regularly established, it is &sti- 
mated that each liner will bring from the 
United States at least eight or nine bags of 
“ first class mail matter’’—that is letters, 
apart from papers and _ catalogues—which 
could be despatched by air to Belfast for 
distribution here, and in the North of Ireland. 
This would effect a saving in time, so far 
as replies to the letters are concerned, 
of from three to four days, an important 
matter for business houses. 

With regard to the development of air- 
plane services to Scotland and England 
generally, unless arrangements could “be made 
for night flying, it is not anticipated. that 
any great advantage would be gained. At 

resent mails are dispatched “for Gldagow, 
Manchester, Birmingham, and London by 
boat. up till nine o'clock at night, but these 
reach the respective cities too late to go out 
on the first morning delivery. If there were 
night flying services, say, to Glasgow and 
Manchester, the mails could get a miuch 
quicker distribution in Scotland and England, 
and, similarly, mails from England and Scot- 
land could be sens out from Belfast to all 
sub-offices for the first delivery. 

DUBLIN-BELFAST SERVICE. 

There are some complaints in Belfast busi- 
ners circles at the withdrawal of the night 
maii trains between Belfast and Dublin. 
Owing to the disturbed state of the country 
last year, and the frequent attacks upon the 
night mails, the Great Northern Railway 
Company were compelled to cease running 
them. It is now felt that the services might 
be restored with much advantage to the pub- 
lic, both North and South. At. present the 
latest dispatch of maiis from Belfast to Dub- 
lin and the South takes place shortly after five 
o'clock in the evening, but formerly letters 
could be posted up till 8.30 for the first de- 
livery in Dublin, and for eafly circulation in 
the South of Ireland. Similarly, the Dublin 
firms are compelled to post letters at about 
5.0 in the evening to ensure early delivery 
next morning in Belfast and Northern towns, 
whilst firms and private persons are handi- 
capped by the delayed services. 

It is the opinion of business men generally 
that the Post Office and the railway company 
ought to make better arrangements. 

TO-DAY’S SERVICE DELAYED. 

Official intimation was received at the 
General Post Office and also at tho Alder- 
grove Aerodrome this-afternoon that the aero- 

lane which left Plymouth this morning for 
Selfast departed from Manchester at 10.29, 
but, consequent on bad weather, had to put 
back. A strong gale was blowing in the 
North of England and on the Scottish coast, 
the wind averaging about 45 miles an hour.

Out- 
rages on foreigners, since the Lingchen affair, 
over four months ago, have been of almost 
daily occurrence, and, as every instance goes 
unpunished, the foreigner is gradually coming 
to be regarded as a poor creature afraid, or 
unable, to move in his own defence. 

‘In the country, in large parts of which law

The T'imea observes in a leading article :— 
The closest secrecy has been maintained as to 
the tenor of the conversation between M. 
Poincaré and Mr. Baldwin at the British 
Embassy on Wednesday, Some apocryphal 
accounts have made it the starting point of a 
new British policy; others discover in it the 
first sign of conciliatoriness in M, Poincaré. 
The meeting has its importance, of course, 
but we do not believe that it is likely to have 
any immediate positive effect. Its importance 
is rather psychological. The two Prime 
Ministers of two neighbouring and closely as- 
sociated Powers had never met. What could 
be more natural than that Mr. Baldwin, hav- 
ing spent his holiday in Eastern France, 
should take the opportunity, on returning 
home through Paris, to make the acquaintance 
of M. Poincaré? As a practical man, more- 
over, he was not líkel to miss the 
chance of a ad exchange of 
views on what, for. both countries, is 
the dominating international question, 
but that any momentous decisions should 
have been caked is hardly possible. 

In the first. place Belgium, who is more 
closely connected with the Ruhr issue than 
any other friend of France, was not repre 
sented at the meeting, nor was Italy. Neither 
is Mr. Baldwin the man to take grave or 
definite decisions on matters of foreign policy 
which he ‘has had no recent, opportunity of 
discussing with his Foreign Secretary or the 
rest of the Cabinet, But the psychological 
effect of the meetings with M. Poinceré has 
been unmistakable. Our Paris Correspondent 
expresses the unusual pleasure that an Eng- 
lishman felt yesterday in perusing the Paris 
Press. Criticism of the detached attitude of 
this country in the Ruhr question has been 
far more violent and bitter than the circum- 
stances ever justified. But now recrimination 
has made way for sheer delight. The 
Parisians are very quick to appreciate 
character, and Mr Baldwin’s reputation fer 
simplicity, directness, and plain business-like 
honesty has evidently appealed to them. Such 
co-operation in settling the reparations ques 
tion as may still be possible between England 
and France will have been greatly facilitated 
by Mr. Baldwin’s visit.

Optimism in the Press runs well ahead of 
the terms of last night’s communiqué, and in 
official circles the atmosphere is almost rosy. 
There is already talk of an Inter.Allied Con- 
ference only a fortnight hence which might 
be held in Paris, but to which, if it were held 
in London, M. Poincaré, we are told, would 
have no objection. 

It is clear, however, that unless the two 
Ministers went much further yesterday than 
the official statements give warrant for believ- 
ing, there is a great deal of ground to be 
occupied in common before such a conference 
could have a substantial chance of success. 

It appears that the impending collapse in 
the Ruhr and the procedure in subsequent 
negotiations were actually discussed yester- 
day. It is claimed on the French side that, 
although Mr. Baldwin has not changed his 
mind as to the unwisdom of the occupation, 
he has ‘indicated that Great Britain would be 
ready to accept the position were Germany to 
signify her surrender, as she is expected bere 
to do almost immediately. 

On the other hand, he is stated to have 
received further assurance in regard to the 
part of Great: Britain in the negotiations for 
a general settlement. It has never, indeed, 
been seriously suggested here that Britain 
would not be made a party in the discussion

RUHR PACIFICATION, 


HOW IT CAN BE ACHIEVED. 


BERLIN, Thursday. 

Regarding a semi-official statement issued 
in Paris to the effect that M. Poincaré is 
ready to resume negotiations with Germany 
on condition that decrees regarding passive 
resistance in the Ruhr are withdrawn, it 
is learned from well-informed quarters 
that Germany is ready to do every- 
thing in her power to restore economi- 
cal activity in the Ruhr, but that 
a practical result depends, not only on the 
German Government, but also to a great 
extent on the action of the Allies.

WHAT M. POINCARE REFUSED.

“ Repeated efforts have been made this year 
in Parliament to induce the Government to 
publish this scheme. Why this reluctance to 
give the whole facts to the public? Ought 
not the world to know the proposals which 
France rejected in August, 1922?” 

Mr. Lloyd George goes on :—'' By means of 
the levy on exports £50,000,000 would have 
been already collected in gold and paid into 
Allied account. The hark would have been 
stabilised, and could have been made the basis 
of a considerable loan. 

“ We undertook,:if Germany rejected the 
terms finally agreed upon, to join France and 
the other Allies in any coercive measures 
deemed advisable to compel acceptance. M. 
Poincaré refused to agree. His refusal, alone, 
rendered that Conference fruitless. 

“TH he is out'for reparations, his policy will 
inevitably fail, in comparison with, that he so 
rashly threw over. But if he is out for 
trouble, it has been a great success, and in 
future it will be an even greater triumph for 
his statesmanship.’’ 
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FIUME NEGOTIATIONS. 
PARIS, Thursday. 

According to a: despatch irom Belgrade 
published in the Matin to-day, the object 
of the Notes which have been exchanged be- 
tween Rome and Belgrade during the past 
five days is to secure agréement on the follow- 
ing four points :— 

(1) The annexation of Fiume and its 
approaches to Italy. In exchange, Italy recog- 
mses Jugo-Slav sovereignty over Porto Barros 
and the Delta. 7 

(2) A modification. of the Italo-Jugo-Slav 
frontier in Slovenia in favour of Jugo-Slavia, 
and a free zone for Jugo-Slavia in the port 
of Fiume. 

(3) Speedy conclusion of a commercial treaty 
establishing the closest economic and com- 
mercial relations between Italy and Jugo- 
Slavia. 

(4) Conclusion of a political and military 
treaty, providing for the close. co-operation 
of Jugo-NJavia and Italy in the Balkans and 
Central Europe. 

It will be stipulated, the despatch adds, 
that Jugo-Slavia shall not maintain a fleet 
in the Adriatic. The provisions of the treaty 
are to be kept secret.—({Reuter.)

Mr. Syed Hasan, Iman (India) associated 
himeelf, was in favour of the application, 
while Sir Joseph Cook (Australia) was opposed 
to admitting Abyssinia. It was decided that, 
provided .the Ethiopian delegation signed a 
declaration to the effect that Abyssinia world 
adhere to the obligations arising out of 
Article H., paragraph I., of the Convention 
of Saint Germain, dated September 19, 1919, 
amending the General Act of.Berlin, dated 
February 26, 1885, and the General Act and 
Declaration of Brussels, dated July 2. lew), 
and provided further that Abyssinia was 
ready to furnish the Council of the League 
with any information that it might require, 
and to take into consideration any recom- 
mendations which the Council might make 
with regard to the fulfilment of these obliga- 
tion which Abyssinia recognises that the 
League of Nations is concerned, then the 
Committee will propose to the Assembly of the 
League that Ethiopia shall be admitted.

CATTLE TRADER’S VIEWS. 

There is a strong feeling amongst cattle 
traders and others interested in agriculture 
that the staple industry of the country should 
no longer be hampered by a labour dispute 
at the docks or anywhere else. In conversa- 
tion with an Irish Times representative yes- 
terday, a well-known farmer said that this 
statement represented the views of a large 
section of the community. 

There must, he said, be some method 
adopted by which employers and employed 
would be compelled to submit their claims to 
arbitration and abide by the result. It was 
monstrous that either employers or workers, 
should be in a position to hold up the entire 
live stock industry of the country in conse- 
quence of a dispute that ought to be submitted 
to compulsory arbitration. The sooner the 
Government realised that fact the better. 

If a speedy settlement was not reached in 
the dockers’ dispute, there was a strong in- 
clination amongst stock owners and exporters 
to demand protection while they work a 
chartered vessel] at the port of Dublin. There 
is, he said, no desire to have any fighting, 
but in their own interests. and the interests 
of the country, traders may be ebliged to 
take this action 

There can be no prosperity in the country 
as Jong as the chief parties to a labour dis- 
pute can cripple the main industry of the 
country for nearly three months. 

In his opinion the matter was one in which 
the Government should move without. delay. 

The Strike Committee at Liberty Hall some 
davs ago demanded a levy of 2s. 6d. per week 
from all workers. This appeal has not proved 
successful, and the amount of etrike pay paid 
out has, therefore, not been greatly aug- 
mented 

Yesterday a demand was made by a repre- 
setolive of a section of the Irish Transport 
Union that an additional fireman should be 
employed on the coasting steamer Slieve-na- 
Mon and that the pay of the seamen and 
firemen should be increased by 6s. 6d. per 
week. This vessel has been carrying coal to 
the North Wall for some time past without 
question, and on behalí of the owners the ¢e- 
mands which were made yesterday were re- 
fused The discharge of the vessel’s cargo 
was continued, but there is a fear that the 
firemen and seamen may be called ont before 
the work is finished. 

The concession of this demand would mean 
a reversion to the old rates of pay. not only 
for dockers, but also for seamen and firemen. 

OTHER DISPUTES. 

The position in regard to other disputes 
remains unaltered. The ballot of the drapery 
trade employés with regard to the proposals 
of the Dublin Master Drapers’ Association 
was concluded last night at the offices of the 
Irish Union. of Distributive Workers. I'he 
result, however, will not be known until to- 
night 


SITUATION IN CORK 
UNCHANGED. 


The situation caused by the series of strikes 
ii Cork continues unchanged. Business is 
almost at a standstill, all the large. shops, 
as well as the principal factories, being closed. 
There is a great shortage of coal, of which 
limited supplies are being brought from Cross- 
haven, Kinsale, and even from Bantry, sixty 
miles away, by road. ‘They are bought up 
at fancy prices. 


THE BACON CURERS’ STRIKE. 

The conference which it was. proposed to 
hold in Limerick yesterday between repie- 
sentatives of the bacon firms and.the em- 
plovés, with a view to arranging a settlement 
of the strike, was not held. There is some 
ground for the hope that a basis of settle- 
ment may be reached shortly and negotiations 
re-opened. '

The following typewritten notices have been 
received by County -Waterford farmers :— 

‘*Proclamation.— Whereas one of our leaders, 
Organiser James Baird, has been arrested and 
is held in military custedy without any charge 
being preferred against him, other than the 
fact that he urged the workers to defend 
their rights and refuse to be treated as 
slaves: 

“ Now we, the army of the Workers’ Re- 
public, sealed by the blood of our dead hero, 
James Connolly, warn the farmers in the 
strike area that unless our comrade James 
Baird is released within the next six days we 
will order the arrest and execution of twelve 
farmers in the area mentioned.—By order 
0.C. Dated 17th September, 1923.” 

The matter is being closely investigated by 
the local police authorities.

Alderman A. Byrne expressed the hope that 
the Government would make some effort to 
bring about a conference for the purpose of 
ending the present unfortunate industrial dis- 
pute in connection with the shipping business. 

THE PRESIDENT. | 
The President said that in the course of 
some 6f the speeches reference had been 
made to matters of policy; but it would be 
within the recollection of the old members 
of the Dail that last year the policy was out- 
hned in the speech delivered by the Governor- 
General. Much the same objection was made 
on that occasion, when the Ministry was being 
formed, as had been made there that day, 
about the indasion of particular Ministers, 
} or, rather, a particular Minister, and the ex 
‘clusion of another Minister. : 
He stated last year his very great regret at 
not being able to include the then Minister — 
and, he hoped, the future Minister—of Agri- 
culture in the Executive Council. When 
making up the Ministry last year he con- 
sulted with the other Ministers, and he got 
theig advice and assistance. He took their 
advice, and more especially the advice of the 
Minister of Agriculture. The success or im- 
provement of agriculture in the country did 
not, in his opinion, depend upon the inclusion or 
otherwise of the Minister of Agriculture in 
the Executive Counal. A Minister who was 
not a member of the Executive Council. conld 
devote his time to the work of bis depart- 
ment. He would not be troubled with ques- 
tions of policy. He would not have to at- 
tend Executive meetings or accept responsi- 
bility, unless he so desired. He (President) 
would like to say on behalf of the present 
occupant of the Ministry of Agriculture that 
he did so desire and he did accept responsi- 
hility for every action of the Government. 
He thought that something might be said 
of the other Ministries. The circumstances of 
the times might have suggested to the Minis- 
ters that that was a patriotic policy te adopt. 
He believed, atany rate, that in the case of 
the particular Mmister who had been men- 
tioned it was his conception of patriotic policy, 
and that it was really the individual—the man 
himself—whe steod for that policy, and he 
believed that there wero cases in which his 
counse] might have altered their 
their decisions. He was, nevertheless, a loyal, 
conscientious and energetic supporter of the 
Government and their policy. hd: 
He had only to repeat that “it was with 
regret that he could net include him in the 
Kxecutive Council. That did not interfere 
with the development, improvement, or exist- 
ence of the industry -of agriculture in any 
way, and when the time came when the 
farmers tormed their own Government he 
thought that they would come to the con- 
clusion that what he had said was not far 
from the real state of the case. 

“INSTITUTION IN HIMSELF.” 

As to the other Ministers, he considered 
that the Minister ef Education was an institu- 
tion in himself. Giving his reasons for in- 
cluding Dr. MacNeill in the Council, the 
President asked how were they going to re- 
construct the nation, and apom what basis 
was the super-structure to be built? Should 
they not look to the Ministry of Education to 
mark out the Gaelicisation of their whole 
culture’? While they had had complaints in 
the past that the country was uot being 
fashioned in accordance with the best wishes 
of the nation-builders, did they not: now look 
with eonfidence and hope to the inspiration 
which the Minister of ucation would give 
them? ) 

He thought that the matter was of such 
importance that he would not be d@ing his 
duty if the Council did not incluge the 
Minister of Education, and accept résponsi- 
bility for whatever prepoeals he put forward 
with a vie@to making their nation separate 
and distinct, and something to be proud of. 

The economic questions that had been raised 
were raised at a time when the industrial 
atmosphere was, perhaps, not best suited to 
lend to any statement that he might make 
any degree of stability or a e of 
leading to a peaceful settlement of the re- 
sent condition of affairs. It appeared to bien 
that there were certain trades or businesses— 
he had one particularly in mind which was 
mentioned by Mr. Hewat—which were not 
economic propositions no matter from what 
angle they were considered. One concerned 
the provision of houses. 

It had always appeared to him that the 
housing problem was a matter of the most 
vital importance to the people. Did anyone 
suggest that the present cost of supplying 
houses was a c that Fan ig be 
borne by the State or by any 
component part of the State? They knew 
that in the present case there was something 
more than wages at issue, and that even 
though Deputy Johnson had given them the 
prescription, the patient was not in that state 
when it might be safely given. There was 
more in the matter than a mere agreement on 


a wages question. 
SACRIFICES NEEDED. 


Greater sacrifices should be made if they 
were to achieve the solution of not only that 
— but of many others. It might have 
n inferred from some of the statements 
made that the Government had not been con- 
sidering those industrial disturbances. He 
had been in consultation with the Minister of 
Industry and Commerce, some times on more 
than one occasion in the day. The Minister 
had kept him well informed of the various 
movements and fluctuations, and he regretted 
to say that the fluctuations did not promise 
very well. If circumstances, one day, were 
favourable towards one side that side 
hsrdened, and so it was also with the other 
side, That was not the spirit that would 
give very great hope of a solution. If they 
could get some real earnest. spirit of accom- 
modation from both sides he had no donbt 
that the result would be satisfactory to the 
country. 
The Speaker then put the motion that the 
assent of the Dail be given to the President's 
nominations. The House gave it unanimously. 
The President then moved that the follow- 
ing be the Ministries outside the Executive 
Council :—Agriculture, Local Government, 
Post Office. and Fisheries. 
Mr. Huches seconded the motion. 


MINISTRY OF FISHERIES. 


Mr. Johnson raised the question whether 
the experience of the last year justified the 
inclusion of fisheries in the group of extern 
Ministries. | They should, he said, satisfy 
themselves first that the money needed to 
lace the Department on a proper basis would 
forthcoming before they renewbd the office 
of Minister of Fisheries. 
Mr. Gorey said that he thought that there 
was no necessity for a Minister of Fisheries 
if there was not fish in the rivers. He 
thought that they should have some informa- 
tion as io what had been done in the way 
of protection for fish. 
Nothing had been done in his county to pro- 
tect the fisheries. There the rivers had been 
denuded of fish; dynamite was even used in 
the streams. The fishermen of the Nore and - 
| the. Barrow ' were complaining that., they 
|} wanted protection and could not get it. He 
nde Hoy an — ie na wn ene 
that the apawnin wou preserv 
now at the sorn, I. of the season. 
Mr. Wilson said that he had 
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speak for themselves, but who had worked 
loyally with him and carried out their duties 
to his satisfaction. He i the House 
that there would be availabie for fishery de- 
velopment some £45,000 from the Congested 
Districts d. As for protection for spawn- 
ing, under the existing law that was the 
job of the Conservators of Fisheries. The 
Tinistey had little to say to that, except that 
it made small grants to the Boards of Con- 
servators. His information was that since the 
coming of the Civic Guard there was an 
extraordinary improvement in the protection 
of fish. 

Mr. O'Connell supported the maintenance 
of the Ministry of Fisheries, which should be 
properly financed. In the West the fishing 
was a vast industry awaitihg development, 
and for that reason a Ministry was essential. 
A matter of £30,000 was nothing when com- 
pees with the results that ht be attained 

y dealing with the whole subject on a big 
scale, He did not believe that they should 
wait until the finances were there. 

A deputy stated that in certain counties 
recently 90 per cent. of the trout that went up 
the rivers never came back. That fishing, 
which in the past brought thousands of 
visitors, was now practically extinct. 

THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 


Mr. Ernest Blythe said that there could be 
no question of having a department for local 
government and a separate department for 
public health at the same time. The Local 
Government Department was almost entirely 
concerned with matters of public health. It 


it was intended to give the Local Government 
Department the real substance of a Ministry 
of Public Health, with one or two functions 
added to it for the sake of convenience. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis suggested that it would 
be better if the Committee of the Dail to be 
appointed make recommendations as to 
the filling of the external Ministries should 
also consider which of those Ministries should 
be retained. 

President Cosgrave said that during the 
elections a great many lopsided financial pro- 
ositions had been talked about, and particular 
linistries had been eriticised. In considering 
the Ministry of Fisheries they should also con- 
sider the circumstances of the past two or 
three years, not in Ireland alone, but in Great 
Britain and on the Continent. ‘There was no 
country in Europe with a fishing coast line 
like that of Ireland, and no country in which 
the fishing industry was at such a low ebb. 
Even if there was not at present ‘sufficient 
money to develop the industry, surely it would 
be no waste of money to have a Minister to 
consider how best to accommodate develop- 
ment with the financial position of the 
country. 

A report’ that he had received from the 
Minister of Fisheries set out that within the 
past twelve months the fishing industry in 
Great Britain was for several causes at its 
lowest ebb, and even the big trawling com- 
panies could not make ends meét. The con- 
ditions were worse in Ireland; for the fishing 
industry required prompt delivery and excel- 
lent transport accommodation. he -nissing 
of a train might involve an enormous loss in 
this industry. In 1922 there were in England 
over 2,000 steam fishing vessels, in Scotland 
over 1,000, and in Ireland 11. Of the 3.189 
sailing fishing’ vessels in Ireland, 1,639 were 
row-boats. 

The report went on to say that last Spring 
the task was to induce the fishermen to go to 
sea. Loans were given by the Ministry to 
equip the Arklow fleet for the South-West 
mackerel season. When the railways from 
Kinsale and Baltimore were not working the 
Ministry set up a scheme to have the catches 
carried to Milford Haven. Loans were also 
made available at Howth. 

If the Minister of Fisheries had had his 
way a greater amount of money would have 
been included for fisheries this vear. 

The motion was then put to the House, and 
passed nem con. 

THE COMMITTEE. 

The President moved a motion for the 
nomination of a Committee of the Dai! to 
make recommendations in accordance with 
Article 55 of the Constitution. 

This was passed, and it was agieed that the 
election of the Committee should take place 
on Tuesday next. 

COURTS OF JUSTICE BILL. 
The President moved for leave to introduce 
the Courts of Justice Bill, a bill for the estab- 
lishment of Courts of Justice, pursuant to the 
Constitution of Saorstat Eireann, and tor the 
purposes relating to the better adminstra- 
tion of justice. He said that just before the 
close of the last session he moved for wer- 
mission to introduce this bill, Permission was 
given, and the biJl was in print, but the fact 
that it was not passed in the last session 
left ‘them in the position of having to intro- 
duce it’ from the very beginning. For the 
benefit of the members of the Dail who were 
not members of the third Dail he explained 
i aK bill was. 

is bill was drafted on the lines recom- 
mended by a Committee which was set up by 
the ‘Executive Council to consider the whole 
question. It had been stated during the last 
session, that owing to its importance, aud 
to the fact that it marked such a distinction— 
the passing away of what might be called old 
landmarks and the establishment of a new 
system~-it would be advisable that this par- 
ticular bill should be before the country for 
some time. It had now been before the 
country for nearly two months, and, so far as 
he had been able to find out, there had been 
no criticism. The bill had. been drafted to 
suit the needs of the country. It followed 
out the lines laid down by the Constitution, 
and they ho that it would give that con- 
fidence which Courts of Justice ought to com- 
mand in any country. There were certain 
objections to it from certain quarters, but 
these objections had not found any real 
volume of public opinion behind them. 
He was sure that it would not be taken as 
any slight to any member of the profession 
mainly concerned when he said that it was 
natural that there should be some objection 
owing to the fact that in the bill law Was 
— wy gn cheaper to the crdinary 
ci , 
Ea of the country, and somebody must 
In introducing the bill to the Dail on the 
last occasion, he laid stress on the fact that 
the system by which the Bench was recruited 
in. the old days did not lend itself to popular 
approval, and, as a consequence, the Courts 
came to be termed “ British Courts.” During 
the struggle that took place for the assertion 
of national rights alternature courts of jus- 
tice were established—the Dail Courts. It 
might have been urged against the Saorstat 
that a considerable’ time elapsed before they 
attempted to bring into being Courts which 
should command the confidence of the feople 
because the system, as it was, was not of 
their making: but the system outlined in this 
bill was of their making. The bill created 
the framework of the Cotirts, and prescribed. 
in accordance with the recommendations of 
the Judicial Committee, the various grades of 
courts and the grades of jurisdiction provided 
Rules would be made for the administration 
of the courts, and would be laid on the 
tables of both Houses of the Oi to see 
that they were administered satisfactorily. 

Mr. Lynch (Kerry) seconded the) motion, 
and leave wae granted to introduce the bill. 
It was decided to take the second reading of 
the bill on Tuesday next. and at 5.20 p.m. the 
a adjourned until á o'clock on Tuesday 
nex :

NO NEW DEPARTURE. — 

It had been, hinted that some decisions had 
been taken the Labour Party by way of 
& new departure. “Bhat was not correct. 
There had been no decision of the kind indi- 
cated in any formal way. In the last Dail tne 
Labour Party, as a small group, felt. itself 
bound to intervene much more often than it 
desired in matters in which it was not 
primarily concerned. They did what they 
thotizht to be their duty, and they did not 
regret. it. - But, notwithstanding that, the 
people on whose behalf they acted preferred 
that the duty should no longer be imposed on 
the Labour members. They were content to 
accept that decision, and devote their atten- 
tion primarily to those matters with which 
they were chiefly concerned—industrial, 
social, and economic questions. He hoped that 
every member of the new party in the Dail 
would make himself up in these questions. 

Jt was quite possible for the Labour 

roup to wear itself out im raising controver- 
sial issues at every step, and they had been 
advised to proceed by certain interests. If that 
was the hope of their supporters, he was 
afraid that it would be disappointed. He 
believed that it was possible to use the 
machinery of the Dail to further the interests 
of the workers in this country, or at least to 
prevent evil being done to them. H they 
were not able to prevent evil being done, 
they could expose any attempt to doit. They 
believed that it was possible to use the Par- 
liamentary institution to enlighten and educate 
people in those matters in which they ought 
to be concerned. He cordially approved of 
the formation of that club, believing it would 
be a great help to the party, and he hoped 
that others would be established throughout 
the country. 

WORKERS AND POLITICS. 
Aiderman William O’Brien said that the 
workers of Ireland had always been steeped 
to the lips in politics, and would not change 
until they found that their idol was not what 
theyexpected. The party would have to con- 
centrate on Labour s problems. 

Responding to the toast of ‘‘The Labour 
Club,” Senator Farren said that the object 
was to have a centre where Labour people 
could meet in social intercourse. 

Mr. E. O'Carroll said that he hoped that the 
set-back—if it could be called a set-back— 
which they had.received would teach the 
workers a lesson. The workers would have 
to realise that even their own countrymen 
could make laws to the 
worker.

IMPORTANT DECISION BY 


BELFAST MAGISTRATES. 


The Belfast magistrates yesterday gave 
their decision in the case in which Mr. 
William’ Martin Christian, Secretary of the 
Abercorn Steamship Company, was prosecuted 
for exposing intoxicating liquor for sale on 
the ss. Greyhound while the vessel was en- 
gaged on pleasure trips from Belfast to 
Bangor, on Sunday, August 26, and Sunday, 
September 2, 1923. 

e Court convicted and fined the defendant 
€2 and costs on each summons. 

Delivering the judgment, with which “Mr. 
. W. Glass, R.M., concurred, Mr, James 
Roche; R.M., said that the prosecution was 
brought under Section 1. of the Intoxicating 
Liquor Act (Northern Ireland), 1923, which 
penacts—‘*(1) It shall not be lawful for any 
person at any time on Sunday or Christmas 
Day (a) to sell or expose for sale intoxicating 
liguor; or (b) to open or keep h any 
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mitted. On the dates named the bar of the 
boat was opened at No. 10 red baoy and 
closed at Maguire's Tower, Pickie Rock. On

‘No. 10 red buoy. 

_ “The licence granted to the defendant was 
issued in pursuance of the terms of Section 1 
af the 9 George IV., c. 47, and the Licensing 
Act, 1872, 35 and 36 Vic., Chapter 94, Section 
72, Sub-section 5, which enacts that nothing 
in this Act shall affect or apply to the sale of 
intoxicating liquor in packet boats in pur- 
suance of the Acts on that behalf.”’ 

The defendant contended,that under and by 
virtne of the terms of his licence he was -en- 
titled to sell intoxicating liquor on board at 
any time or place during the voyage, and that 
he was not bound by the existing laws vegulat- 
ing the opening and closing of licensed 
premises.

INQUEST ON MILITARY 


SERGEANT. 


Dr.. A. D. Courtney, Deputy Coroner for 
North Tipperary, held an inquest on Wéd-| 
nesday at the military barracks, Nenagh, cn 
the body of Sergeant Michael Geaney, of 
the National Army, who met his death on 
Tuesday evening in a collision between a 
motor car and a horse and car. The motor 
in which the sergeant was driving was over- 
turned and he was pinned beneath it. 

Mr. Frank O'Brien, Springfort, Nenagh, 
said that he was returning from Lahinch, 
County Clare, with a Ford car, and when 
about three miles from Limerick a military 
motor lorry coiveying troops who had been 
at a football match in Limerick overtook 
him. They asked him to take some of their 
men to Nenagh, as their lorry was not pulling 
well. He took four men rgeant Geaney 
(the decéased), Lieutenant Whealey, Volun- 
teer William Phelan, and Guard L. Keane. 
He reached Ballywilliam, the scene of the 
accident, at ‘about 8.50, and his lamps went 
out owing to the jolting of the car. He 
could -not explain how the aceident occurred, 
as he was'on his own side of the road. The 
horse and car, which had no lights either, 
were also on their proper side. He. felt an 
impact,.and remembered nothing until he 
found “himself lying on the road. He had 
had only one drink that day.. When he re- 
covered he found the motor ear capsized and 
the sergeant lying beneath it. When the 
car was raised Sergeant Geaney was found’ 
to be dead. 

Lieutenant Whéaley and the other occu- 
pants of the car gave corroborative evidence. 

Lieutenant O'Connor, medical . officer in 
charge of the troops in Nenagh barracks, 
stated that when the body was brought to 
the barracks he found a large incised wound 
in the temple and a small wound in the back 
of the head. Death was due to shock and 
probably internal hemorrhage of the brain. 

The jury’ found im accordance with the 
medical evidence, and that the occurrence was

Shortly after four o'clock yesterday after- 
noon a building in the Prince of Wales’ road, 
Norwich, which was being converted into a 
motor garage with a good deal of fixed iron 
girder work, suddenly collapsed, and six or 
seven men at work on the premises were 


buried in the déris. 

The building fell with a loud roar and a 
dense cloud of dust hid the wreckage. The 
avement was piled several feet high with 
sare bricks, slates and rafters. The police 
hurried to the scene with a motor ambulance 
and were joinéd in rescue work by firemen 
and corporation workmen, 
Some men could be seen pinned beneatn 
the wreckage, and four were quickly liberated 
and taken to hospital. One wae dead and 
two others were seriously injured. 

After about an hour’s work a bricklayer 
was set free, and, murmuring that he was not 
much hurt, he was removed to hospital. It 
was two hours after the collapse that the last 
man missing was ascertained to be alive, but, 
as shoring operations had to be carried out 
to secure adjacent premises, it was not until 
later in the evening that he was extricated. 

The casualty list is one killed and four m- 
jured. 

The dead man is Thomas Arthur Pointer, 
26, and the injured are George Tyrell, broken 
leg; a man named Ling, fractured base of the 
skull; Isaac Harvey, 57, shock, and Philip 
Matthews, 52, shock.
